He is a 
savage and very black, and cannot speak 
a word which anyone on board ia able to 
understand. The Samoan natives assert 
that ho killed several of their number, 
but this I baldly believe, although ho 
may have done ao when hard pushed. 
They have been trying to kill him, so, to 
protecc Lim from them, I have taken 
him on board. His people were can- 
nibals and he dops not dare go back to 
them for fear that they may have for- 
gotten him through his long absence 
and might kill and eat him. He is in- 
dustrious, doing all kinds of menial 
work about the ship,"

"Sea draughts," says tlie doctor, "is 


briefly the game, or rather & game, by 
which our men add to tieLrwagts by woo- 
ing moaey out ol our patrons' ppckcu. It 
took iuti years to become acquainted with 
even the rudiincuts of the gaiae, aud but 
for the information roceivtd from a siuok- 
iDg room stewunl whoui 1 treated through 
u serious illiit=5s 1 should still be in igno- 
rance on the subject. 


"To tlie experienced «3fif'»hn nd there ane, 


I believe, 254 'moviss1 in sea draughts. 
Movo No. 1 consists in 'sporting' — i. e., 
In carefully watching— ^the passengers on 
the deck or as thoy como aboerd, so as to 
select those with liberal, kindly faces and 
to avoid ihosc who have been too openly- 
taken in on previous voyages. 


"Move Xo. i is to approach a passenger

MYSTERIES OF SPACE. 


The Vn*t Unexplored Reg-ion* of tk« 


Upper At*. 


Above us there extends a vast unea:- 


plored space far more interesting from a 
'scientific point of view than the icy regions 
around the north pole. Xo one can reach 
the limit of the upper regions of the air 
and live unless he carries with him air to 
breathe and fuel to warm him, for at the 
paltry distance of ten miles above tho 
earth the air is too thin to support respir- 
ation and the thermometer would register 
tu? below zero. It would be a region of 
perpetual snow on a peak of the earth if it 
should rise to such a height. A person in 
a balloon could not hear a friend in a 
neighboring balloon even if they were near 
enough to shako hands. There would be 
no medium for the propagation of sound 
waves. 
There would, however, still be a 


medium for the conduction of electricity— 
a. medium, in fact, of great conductibility 
—almost as good as a metal, and it is this 
medium at even a less height which Tesla 
proposes to use in his methods of trans- 
mitting power hundreds of miles through 
the air without wires. 


We live under a blanket of air which 


protects us from the extreme cold of outer 
space. This low temperature becomes evi- 
dent 14,000 or 15,000 feet above the surface 
of the earth, and would, as I have said, 
reach a point far below zero at a height of 
ten miles. At this height wo should no 
longer observe the twinkling of the stars, 
for this scintillation is duo to the move- 
ments of our atmosphere, which at the 
height I have mentioned would be ex- 
tremely rarefied. If one covdd photograph 
the sun's spectrum at this altitude we 
could greatly extend our knowledge of the 
shortest wave lengths of light, for the at- 
mosphere completely absorbs such wavo 
lengths as are concerned, in the X ray 
phenomena. 
That this absorption really 


takes place can be proved in a laboratesy:— 


The heat and light which we receive 


from the sun are thus greatly modified by 
this blanketing layer of air. 
The long 


waves of the energy from the sun are called 
heat waves. 
Tho intermediate waves are 


termed light waves, and we receive these 
in full measure. Tho very short waves, 
however, are stopped by our atmosphere 
and are transformed into—what?—Profes- 
sor John Trowbridge in Forum. 


TVord» to Be eliminated. 


I wish to call attention to tho use of 


certain question begging adjectives in a 
way which I hope to see largely eliminat- 
ed from philosophical discussion, 


In characterizing another's doctrine we 


should rarely, if ever, affix such adjectives 
as "mere," "bare," "brute," "dead," 
"abstract," to his expressions. 


In tho first place, take the word "mere." 


Any one who will take the trouble to no- 
tice the use of this word as applied to nn 
opponent's doctrine cannot fail, I think, 
to be convinced that jt is doing a won- 
drous amount of harm. It has, of course, 
important uses as applied to one's own 
doctrine, but I think I can show by a few 
examples that when uaed in characterizing 
an opponent's opinion It Is very apt to ex- 
press, primarily, irritation and the attempt 
to ridicule, to threaten or to embarrass an 
opponent. If It does not possess thesa im- 
plications, it is pleonastic, like any oath. 
IG la especially ucflthinfj when coupled 
with such words as "brute," '-bare," or 
"empty," "abstract," "dead." So, for 
example: 


A writer Is discoursing on the deep 


wealth of the emotional life. His oppo- 
nent straigktway aims and discharges his 
heavy artillery nt the abiurdity, fickleness 
and triviality of "more sentiment.'V Of 
course this la caricature, and not descrip- 
tion, for "inero sentiment" Is not what Is 
meant.—Journal of Kthics.

HoiiMe to Accept All Amendments. 
All the senate amendments to the 


army appropriation bill will be ac- 


j ceptcd by the house of representatives 


without the change of a letter, and 
this will be clone despite the fact that 
some o£ the amendments are not at ail 
satisfactory either to the house com- 
mittee ou military affairs or to the 
war department. 


The reason for this is that Chairman 


Hull of the house committee learned 
that if he should seud the bill to con- 
tt-reuce any report that might be made 
by the conferees would almost inevita- 
bly run up against a filibuster in the 
scutue that would result in the failure 
of the bill ;iud the forcing of an extra 
session of congress. 


Early iu the day Chairman Hull of 


the military committee tried to get 
the army bill liefore the house for the 
purpose of moving to nonconcur in the 
i 


senate amendments and send it to 
conference. lie was antagonized by 
Representative Hepburn with the rev- 
enue cutter reorganization bill and did 
not succeed, and as events turned out 
it is possible that his failure saved 
the bill. The Republican loaders were 
exasperated and intended to send the 
bill to conference later in. the day. 


There was no intention on the pnrt 


of the Republicans iu the house to at- 
tempt to amend cither the Philippine 
or 
the 
Cuban 
amendment. Such 


changes as would have been urged by 
the house conferees if Hie bill had 
boon sent to conference would have 
been in the senate amendments af- 
fecting the army. Chairman Hull is 
authority for the statement that no 
change in either the Philippine or Cu- 
ban amendment has been suggested 
by either the president or Secretary 
Root.

Its TransfDr-.untion Into the Field of 


tlic Cloth of Gold. 


Roberta, B. Nelson gives a very good 


idea of the magnificent display of Henry 
VIII of England and Philip I of France 
when they met in good fellowship on tho 
plain of Guisnes 380 years ago. 


The kiug's retinue had been selected ; 


from the noblest of the kingdom. Wolsey, j 
with his 300 followers, headed the escort, j 
and was followed by dukes, earls, barons,

bishops tied knightn, witli their retainers. ' 
The escort numbered 4,000 horsemen, not 
including the queen's escort, numbering 
nearly 3,000 persons and SOO horses. Thu 
French king had an equally splendid rftt- 
iiiue. 
Kinp; Henry and his great cav.il- 


cado were taken, oa arrival at Guianes, to 
the magnificent palace pro\ ided by \Vol- 
eey.

OLD MANUSCRIPT INK.. 


A Recipe From Which nn Excellent 


Quality Can Be Made. 


"While examining a largo number of 


manuscripts of an old scribe, some 95- 
years Ago," snid n well known New York 
librarian, "I was struck with tba uluar 
ness and legibility of thp writing, owing, 
in n great measure, to tho permanent 
quality of tho Ink, which had not fuded 
in tho least, although many of tho manu- 
scripts -wore nearly 200 years old. It was 
marked, too, that the writer must have 
,bccn nelebrated Jn his day for hifl caligrn- 
phy, for I met with n lottor or two from 
his correspondents in which there w»s a 
request for tho recipe of tho ink ho used. 
I found this recipe, which I coplod, find 
from one ot them, dated In 165B, I have 
during tho last 18 years made all tho Ink 
I have used.
